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Advites from the 


RIVATE animdfities bfeak out’ almoft e- 

very day into outrage'at Botton, between 
the king’s officers, and the leaders of oppofition 
fo ‘the late meafures. "Thofe who were the ‘moit 
active in defenee ofthe liberties of their coun- 
“try, ‘have been marked bythe gentlemen ap- 
pointed to fuperintend the colleétion of the new 
duties, and éither pub ily or. privately repre- 
fented as trditors- and tebels, in general com-, 
bination to revolt againft Great Britain. 

Amiong others, James Otis, Efq; the younger, 
has been this mdlicioufly and wickedly mifre- 
prefented ; aad having perfonal y applied to, 
and demanded fatisfaion of his accufers , with- 
out fufficient'anfwer-being received, he at length 
made- ‘public the informations that had beeh 
made againft him, withithe names of the infor- 
mers, in order to expofe thofe infamous, perfons 
to ‘the contempt they deferved. This foon 
Brought ow an explanation at a public coffee- 

houfe: in Bofton, between Mr, Otis and Mr. 
Robinfon, one of the new commiffioners , whoy 
sefenting fine’ expréfions in the before nten- 
tioned pybli¢ation, very abiuptly attempted to 
‘pull Mr. O;js'by the fe beet i ar Chense nea 
enfued, id 
feveral of the company fell upon Mr. ica am f.me 
of whom held him, while others firuck him with 
canes, cutlafles, and ether weapons, and the 
general cry, as has been fworn, was Ki// him, 
Kill bim. In this fituation Mr, Qiis wast em- 
broiled, when Mr, Gridley paffing by, prefied 
in to his telief; and though he had the good . 
fortune to refcue his friend out of the hands of 
his affailants, yet -hevhimfelf was near baing 
killed in the attempt. The noife foon drew 
*mulkitudes about the houfe, when Rebinfon and 
‘his affociates jadged it‘prudenr to make their 
retreat, which "they effe&ted by means’ yf 2 
back door. § 

This ungenerous proceeding of the.officers of 
the reveniie, (for no military officer ‘or foldier 
was toncerned in the outrage) has opened.a 
Sarge’ field fur altercation. uarrels have fince 
been multiplied, and letters from thence {peak 
of duels after duels, the particu;ars of which 
are not yet come to hand. 

But while thefe unhappy divifions agitare the 
minds of the New Englanders, the province of 
Vitginia-has been vifited: with a more affeting

fhould dive on the.devaftation with the greatett 
In this frightful fituation things conti- 
naed “till two'in the+afternoon, when the vio- 
lence-of tlie ftorm began to abates! ‘and when 
tlie’halftitowaed titihabicants, who had quitted 
“their houfes sand had taken. thelter among the 
: i war te gan to craul forth, be- 
ir fubftance, and feeking 
fome re’refi:ment among the remains of their 
ruined habitations. ‘Fhe mind of man cannot 
figare to itfe}f'a fcene more deplorable ; yet 
amidft all this defolation, very few lives, ifa- 
ny, were loft. Bur hew the poor inhabitants 


will fubfift, God only Kkriaws ; the corn in thelf. 


granaries is almoft all exhauied 4 that in the 








fields itrécoverably damaged ; that in ricks fcat- 
tered through the air, never to be recovered; 
and that in che mi!ls, wholly fwept away by the 
floods. .. No man living ever beheld fa general 
a@devaftation;; ;fhowld this fevere vifitation have 
extended th ougout the American continent, aa 
age will not be fufficient to repair the damage. 

The ,bardihips which the American people 
are, expofed to, are, not confinéd to the Englifh 
colonies. The Fiench inhabyants of New Or- 
leans, diffatisfied with the change of govera- 
ment that had lately taken place, (See p. 458.) 
rofe in a body, and expelled theis govt: nor. 
To chattife their infolence, and to re itore def- 


potifm, general O'Reitly, with gooo Spanihhiy 


troops, entered: the Misiifippi, and fud¢enly 
appeared before the piace ; intimidated by 40 
gteat aforce, and. deceived by, the promite of 
a-general pardon, the magiftrates opened their 
gates, avd permitted the troops to enter with- 
out refillance ; but they had oo fooner taken 
pofefion than geners1 O'Reilly, notwith- 
ftanding pris folemn declaration to the contrary, 
caufed twelve or fifteen of the me active mem:

Sir John Robinfon, hath been moft in- 
duftrious in the civil] government of the 
cittic, watchfull te prevent any thing 
that might reflect any prejudice or dif- 
honour. upon the king’s government, 
happy in difpatch of bufinefie, to the 
great contentment of the people. 

Sir Joba Lawrence, it is fuppofed, his 
majeftie knows him foe well, he needs 
noé further charaéter, only this. may be 


confidently affirmed, that never any per. 


fon was, layd affide, that was {o little 
pittied, and no. perfon can be reftored 
that will be move ungratefull tothe grcat- 
ether of the citty of London. Itmuft 
alfee be added, that he hath put all the 
affronts and indignifies imagwmable up- 
on.all thole perfons that haye been will- 
ing to venture their lives and ellates in 
any military employment for his maje- 
fty, and that he hath ufed alf the fkiJl 
and cunning he was capable off, to en- 
grofe the whole bufinefle of the citty. ia- 
to his owne hands, and fame few of his 


‘@emures; to this purpofe, he hath, al~ 





ways had three or four bufe turbulent 
followers, to crye tim up in all parts of 
the cittie, and to affit him.in-all popular 
eleétions. A Data 

Sir William Turner, a perfon efteemed' 
zealous for the church untill the yeare of 
his majoraltie ; then he efpoufed the in-’ 
tereft of the Nonconformifts. Under him, 
they firlt gained’ the confidence of imeet- 
ing openly ; which confidence, as it had 
its orginall froin his courting of them, 
foe hath it fince enci'eafed, to the duilie 
affronting his.majefties authority. About 
three months before his majoraltie was 
expired, there were frequent confulta- 
tio.:s,at his houfe with the heads. of the 
Nonconformifts, about continueing him 
lord major another yeare, whicli defigne 
they brought u on the ftage on® Micha- 
elmas day, and carried it on with fuck 


‘arrogance and tumult, that the peace o 


the citty was in great hazard’; and if 
the modefly of the royall party had not 
been very greate, it might have been a 
bloody Michaelmas day. * 

Sir Fohu Lawrence, and Sir William 
Turner, have now, noe confiderable in- 
tereft in London, noe not among the 
Diffent:rs, for what they gained by their 
treacherous complieing with that party, 
fuffering them to breake the laws, that 
they have loft by their imperious and in- 
folent behav'qur, towards ahnof all per- 
fons they have had to doe with. 

But it is judged by knowing perfons, 
moft pernicious to his majeftie, to fuffer 
inferior magiftrates to grow popular, by 
giveing indulgence; and it is wifht the 
liberty fome lord majors of London have 
lately given to the fectaries, hath not ia 
a great meafure brought, the. fatal necef- 
fity upon his m ijefty of tolerating now’; 
to the great difturbance of many of his 
ancient loyall fabjeéts. 

Sir Thomas Bludujorth; his grertett 
misfortune was, that he was major when 
London w.s burnt downe, but he isa 
zealous perfon. in. the king’s concers- 
ments ; wi.ling, though it’ may be, not 
very able to doe great things, ~ 

Six William Peake, dilligent in the 

ee " * publique 
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publique affaires, refolute for the king's 
intereft, and for the aatient and orderiy 
government of ‘the cittie. TThefe two 

rfons were lord majors before Sir Wil- 
iam Turner. 

Sir Samuel Starling, when he came to 
be Jord major, put the law in execution 
vigoroufly againft phanaticks; herein he 
found greater difficultie and oppofition, 
becaufe his immediate predeceffor, Sir 
William Turner, had given them all 
manner of liberty. Ever fince, he hath 


been branded by them with all the markes | 
of infamie. Hee is a perfon of good learn-’ 


ing, a folid jadgement, and great cou- 
ge, contemning all danger for the fate- 
tie of his majeftics government. 

Sir Richard Ford, fucceeded him in 
the chair: Hee fufpended the execution 
of the laws agiinft the nonconformitts, 
by which he gained the applaufe of all’ 
that partie, though they had ufed all the 
villainous ‘ajts imaginable to Keep him 
out of the government. ‘Hée is a man 
of excellent parts, and may doe his ma- 
jeftie extellent fervice in the citty. - 

Sir George Wattermen, the prefent lord 
major, a perfon almoft voide of ander- 
ftanding, but not of will. Hee is very 
weake in the ong, but moft’ pervérfe in 
the other. “Hee employes abundance of 
tyme, but dues no bufinefle. Hee for a 
while was guided by Sir John Lawrence, 
who ledd him aftray ; but he-beginns to 
hearken. how to the court of aldermen, 
who dilpatch all their bufineffe with geet 

uiett, fince the evill fpirit of Sir John 
Pavertace is departed from-thent. 

Sir Robert Hanfon, is a perfon hear- 
tilie loves the king’s interelt, and ‘will 
next yeare make a far better lord major 
than the prefént, hee having a better un= 
derftanding, and a better confcience. 

Sir William Hooker is faHien’ off from 
the party of Sir John Lawrence and Sir 
William Turner; Hee faith, he. fees 
their jugling, and will have no more to 
doe with them. Hee’ is bold, and apt 
to refle&t upon the court, if things croffe 
his humour. 

Sir Robert Vynor, and Sir Fofeph Shel- 
don, theriffes of London together; in 
which time they contracted an extraor- 
dinary friendfhip, which they have great- 
ly improved ‘to the fervicé of the king, 
‘and to the advantage of the cittie. 

Sir Robert Vyfor hath 4s large a foule, 
and hath done,. and did defign, as great 
and charitable afts in Lendon, as any 
perfon, if the neceffary fhutting up of 
the Exchequer had riot réftraynéd him. 

.. The’ king Hath noe’ two perfond, that 


doe more paffionately love his intereft 
than thefe, nor have a greater intereft, 
in the moft fubitantiall cuizens of Lon- 
slon; they are méii of good abilities, and 
very fober and difcreete-in’ the manage- 
ment of bufineffe. 

Sir Dennis Gaivdon, is efteemed juft- 
ly, 4 man‘of great jattneffe, and upright- 
nefie in hig piace of government ; but by 
reafon of his greate employinent,. in be- 
ing the victualer of his majefties navie, 
he hath for fome years very little appear- 
ed in the cittie affaires. Tt cannot ‘be 
expeéted he can have‘any great incerett 
in the government, he beiiig a ftranger 
to it for 4 confiderable time. 

Sir Thomas Davies, while‘old Audley 
lived, was a fimall book(eller ;- upon-his 
death, a cénfidérable pait of ‘his” eftate 
came to’ Sir Tho nas; which! hee Knows 
aswell how to keep, as Audley knew 
how to'gett, and keepe. “ A meane {pi- 
rited perfon ; when he was fheriff cf Lon- 
don, he would (in a blind taverne) be 
drunke-with his bailiffes, and ferjeants. 
One that will ventitre, as little as may. 
be, ‘either for the fatety of the king, or 
fervice of the ‘cittie.’ “Hee feldome ap-- 
pedres i any bufineffe but -his'owne. 

Sir Francis Chaplyn is- active in bufi-. 
neffr, but too quick and open fometimes 
jn deciaring his opinion :- a’ lttle more 

orfideration in the manaageing affaires 
would do'him: no’ prejudices He is.a 
pérfon truly loyall. 

Fobn Forth, is a hafty paffionate per~ 
fon; noe lover of the Church of Eng- 
land ;' he niakes it his’ bufinefle to: caft 
reproach upon thofe that are foe. It is 
concluded by very many, that his loyal- 
fie confilts "much in‘ his excife farmes, 
and the proffit he-nvakes by them. Hee 
rarely fees the infide of a church, and 
therefore it cannot be -faid how he be- 
haves himfelfe there. Hee hath a con- 
fecrared chappeil in his owne houle, but 
that ‘is all of conformitie that it -hath:3>a 
nonconformift‘ and’ a brewer officiating 
there, when he is at leifure on:a Sunday 
to-heare. He is a ntan of noe reputa- 
tion for keeping his word. 

Sir Fobn Smithy an. honett good-na+ 
tured perfon, defireing to ferve his ma- 
jeftie to his utmoft, and ready to oblige 
any of the king's friends, : Hee is wil- 
ling to receive good advice when it is gi- 
ven, ‘and able to diftinguith betweéene 
good and bad. * - 

Sir ‘Fames Edwards, a bold ftoute 
man, furnifht with honeft loyall _ 
ciples, a man of good underitanding, 
‘anda: good a refolution; hegis like to 

prove 
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ptove avery ufeful] perfon in the.cittie, .. 


efpecially if he would but come and live 
there. ‘be 

‘Dannett Forth, is a perfon that hath 
much more command of his paffion than 
his brother, hath a greater. care.of his 
word, and.a man of, greater abilijies in 
bufyneffe ; but as to church. affaires, of 
the fame principles with his brother. He 
hath a good intereft in fome confiderable 
nenconformitts. 

Patience Ward, hath had a wife ma- 
ny years, but whether they ‘were. ever 


married is a quettion, unlefle it were ac- - 


cording to the directory of the quakers. 
Hee isa very confiderable merchant. 
What intereft he hath is among the non- 
conformifts, and’ that is not much, 

Sir Jonathan Dawes, and Sir Robert 
Clayton, the prefent therriffes of London: 
the friendfhipp that is betweene them, is 
like that, that was -.betweene Sir Robext 
Vynor and Sir:Jofeph Sheldon; they live 
generoufly, to the greate honour of the 
citties government. They are perions 
of great intereft in their feverall bufinef- 
fes, and thereby. they doe indufrioufly 
éndeavour to ferve his. majeffie, and the 
cittie. They want noe courage, nor-con- 
dué& in any bufineife they undertake ; 
they have a greate fhare of love and ef- 
tieme from people of -all forts. 

FJobn Moore, fined fome yeares fince 
for alderman: and fhenffe, and upon the 
a of his fyne was difcharged-from 
both offices, by act of common couneill, 
according to euftome. But: Sir. John 
Lawrence and Sir William Turver, ap» 
prehending him .a perion itt for, their 
turne, caufed fim againe to be elected an 
alderman, and brought him ‘into the 
court; but the gentleman behaveing him- 
felfe with greate honeftie; and integretie, 
and refufeing to fide with Sir Jobn Law- 
rence in fome things againft his judg- 
ment, Sir John told him, he expected 
better things from him,-and that he did 
not underitand- fence, with some other 
reproachfull. words, foe-that their defigne 
is Joft ip bringing. him ins which de- 
figne was plainly this, to bring.in fuch 
a party into the court of .aldermen, fa- 
vourers of the nonconformifts, as might 
be an over-bal!ance to the loyall church 
party; and to ftrengthen themielves, Sir 
Jehn Lawrence and Sir William Turner, 
but efpecially Sir John, did put affronts 
and indignities wpon fome of the youn- 
ger aldermen, by. which they. were: al- 
moft won 3 difcouraged from appearing 
in any publick bufinefle : but the cafe is 
now altered. As to alderman Meaye,

there is very good ground to helieve he 
will prove a good magiftrate, and by. the 
intereft he-hath among fober, difereet 
people, he may doe very good fervice. 
Sir Richard Chiverton, Sir Thomas 
Alleyn,. Sir.Robert Hanfon, Sir Dennis 
Gawden, S'r Francis .Chaplyn, John 
Fotth, Sis James Edwards, and Dannet 
Forth, haveing not lived in London, nor 
built houles for themfelves fince the fire, 
they have neither incouraged the build- 
ing of the cittie, nor have they any great. 
intereft, among the inhabitants, being 
ftrangers torhem. It is therefore hum- 
bly offered, that his majeftie will coni- 
mand. thofé perfons either to come forth- 
with and inkabire ameng .the cittizens, 
and there. conftantly execute their of- 
fice, or elfe Jay downe their gownes and. 
make roome. for fome other perions, that 
may Jupply their office: A magiftrate 
and minifter non-refidents, are .both a- 
like beloved by the people, .and neither 
like to doe much good. A ftrié in- 
junétion from his majefty to the purpo‘e’ 
aforefaid, namely, that they come and 
take houfes in London,, not [neaking in 
lodgings, may deliver the king and go- 
vérnment of three or. four evil! perfons. 
The commons, that reprefznt, the cit- 
tie in common-councell, are betweene, 
two and:three ;huudred perfuns, chofen 
in. their feyeral wards, the greateft part 
of them are truely Joyal] to his majefty, 
and heartjlie affectionate to the. church 
of England.. {tis impoffible that any 
thing cah.paffe that. court prejudicial] te 
the king, if their votes be lett free to 
them, and. if they be nat circumvented 
by the flatreriog Ipeeches of three or 
foure perfons.. PRIVILEDGE is a fyne 
word,. but.as it may be made ule of it 
may prove a, jnare to very honeft mca, 
who have. not that greatnefle of judg- 
ment as. to-difcern all the artifices and . 
difguiles, that are imploy;d by ili mind- 
ed-perfons, {uch as Sir John Lawrence 
was; and as -his majeftie will find him, 
if ever he have power. 


Having already given an.accoynt of Dr 
Kennicott’s Collation. of..tbe Hebrew 
Text of the Bible, to the end of the 
year 1768, the following Letter, ape 
hope, refpecting the Collation and Cor- 
reGtion of the Englith Tex, wilk-not 
be thought an inproper fupplement.

Delegates of the manner in which that 
work has beer executed; and hopes for 
their approbation. 

In the firit place; according to the:in- 
ftru@tions he received, the folio edition 
of 1611, that of 1701, publithed under 
the direétion of Bishop Lloydy and two 
Cambridge editions of a Jate date, one 
in' Quarto, the. other in oftavo, have 
been carefully collated, whereby maay 
ertorsthat were found in former editions. 
have been correéted; .and the text’ re- 
formed to fuch a ftandard of purity, as, 
it is prefumeds is not to he met with in- 
any other edition hitherto extant. 

The punétuation -has been ¢arefuily 
attended to, not only with a view to 
\ preferve the true’ fenfe, but alfo to uni- 
formity, as far as was-poffible. 

Frequent recourfehad-been has to the 
Hebrew and Greek Originals; arid as 
on other océafions, fo with a‘frecial re- 
gard to the words not exprefied in the 
Original Language, .but which our 
‘Tranflators have thought fit to-infert in 
Italics, im order to: make-out the fenfe 
after the Englifi idiom, or ‘to preferve 
the connéxion. And though Dr Paris 
made large correétions in this-particular 
in an edition publifhed at’ Cainbridge, 
there fill remained many neceffary al 
terations; which efcaped the Doctor's 
notice; in making which the Editor choie 


not to rely om hrs own judgment fingly, - 


but fubmitted them all to the previous 
examination of the Sele& Commiitec, 
and particularly of the Prineipal of Hert- 
ford College, and MrProfeffor Wheeler, 
A liftof tie above alterations was in- 
tended to have been ‘given in to the Vice 
Chancellor’at this time, bat-the Editor 
has not yet found time to make it com- 
pletely out. 

Confiderable alterations iave been made 
in the Heads or Contents prefixed to the 
Chapters, as will appear on infpeétion ; 
and though. the Editor is unwilling to 
enlarge upon the labour beftowed by 
him/elf im this particular, he cannot a- 
void.taking notice of the peeuliar ob- 
livations, ‘which ‘both himfelf and the 
put ic lic under to the Principal of Hert- 
ford College, Mr Griffith of Pembroke 
Go'leze; Mr Whecler, Poetry Profeffor, 
and tne late Warden of New College, fo 
Jong as he lived to-bear a part im: it;

fed unfulpetted. Tr ids. been. the care 
of the Editor to’redtify ‘thefe,-as, tat as 
he could, by criticat. conje&ture, where 
the cap‘es' univerfaily failed him, as they 
did in matt of the “errors: discovered in 
Bishop Lloyd's edition. ‘In fome. few 
inftances. he confefles: ‘himfelf °to. ‘have 
been ata lofs in finding out-the- true re- 
ference, theugit the corruption was ma- 
nifedt in the want of-any-the mek diftant 
refemmbiince between the paflages:com- 
pared together.

HE ingenious method of conftruct- 

ing Sun. dials, in your Magazine 
for June laft, induccs me to communi- 
cate‘a yet more fireple method for con- 
ftrugting a greater variety of Sun-dials, 
thus, 

Draw two concentric circles on a 
fmooth board; divide the outer circle 
into degrecs, (and minutes if you pleafe) 
and the inner into twenty-fowr equal 
parts, marked with the twelve hours 
twice over ;-draw a diameter from twelve 
to twelve, for a meridian line, and fix 
a ftraight wwe (cf a convenient length) 
perpendicular to the centre. ’ 

Lay this hour circle &at upon a table, 
then place your intended dial- plate (firm 
though not immoveabie) fo as jult to 
touch (hut net bend) the top of the 
wire, with that port of it which you de- 
fign to be the centre of the dial, and with 
fych a direétion with refpeét to the plane 
of the hour circle below, as your dial is 
intended to have with refpeé to the equi- 
noxial plane of the heavens, in the place 


where it is to be fixed; and whether it’ 


be to be an horizontal or ereét, an eatt, 
weft, north, or fouth dial, declining, 
inclining or reclining, more or lefs, ‘of 
an even’ furface or otherwife; concave, 
convex or ogee, or what thape you pleale, 
you have no:hing more to'do than move 
a lighted ‘candie upon the table round 
the wire, and as the fhaddow falls upon 
each hour, or fubgivifion of the hour cir- 
cle, mark the place it falls upon at the 
fame time on the intended dial plate, and 
and number it accordingly. vine 
The fituation of ‘the wire to the dial 
plate, will tufficiently défcribe tise grio- 
mon of it. :

} by the fpring, fummer, and autumn, 
* 1746, and during fome part of the 
wiiter, a difvale,. fia calied by the 
Tearnéd Huxham, Fo:hergil, aud o hers, 
the Angisa Maligna, or. the putrid and 
ulcerous fore throat, prevailed in. this 
and the neighbouring provinces, and 
{pread itfelf with mortal rage, in opps- 
fition to the united endeavours. of the 
faculty, Like mot new difeaies, tid 
the.r conftitution and nature aré known, 
it fwept away all before it; it baffied 
every attempt to ftop i's progre:s, and 
feemed, by its dire eff.&s, to be more 
like the. drawn fw rd of yengeance to 
ftop the growth: of the colonies, than.the 
natural progre(s of a difeaie. In the 
New Envland governments, «s their an- 
rials. no doubt wil flew, the ftroke was 
felt with great feverity ; villages were 
almoft dep: pulated, and parents were 
left to bewail the lofs of their tender off- 
{priag, till heaven at lait, the only uner- 
rng phyacian, was pleated to check its 
haneful influence. . This difeafe, as it 


appeared then, and fince within thefe 
few years, had moft af thofe {ymptoms 


to charaéterize it, which the learned gen- 
tlemen we have mentioned have handed 
down to us. 
With’us it generally affected childien 
or thofe under puberty, whofe lax tolids 
and {pongy habits were moft difpofed to 
receive the floating mialmaa of a pu- 
trid atmo/phere, rather than thofe, whofe 
texture was more folid. It allo affected 
thofé, who lived in low, wet and marfhy 
placer more than thofe who lived in 
ligher fituations. . It appeared alio with 
us, as it did withthem m-England; af- 
ter much cold and wet weather, fuccecd- 
ed by heat, which never fails to gene- 
rate. a putrid air. ~The fymprtoms, ac- 
cording to my obleryations, were fir 
eat chills with a diowly heavinels, fuc- 
ceeded by heats anda’ flufhing rcdaets 
in the face, wh:ch often extended over 
the body, but, was particularly diftin- 
gvifhabje in the “eyes, which fent fo: th 
watery diftillations like the flowing of 
tears. To thefe aifo was joined great 
oppreffion, frequent vomiting, and ge-, 
nevally afevere purging, with pain in the 
head, univerfal aching, dejection, great 
wWeaknefs, . laffitude, aod even faintpeis. 
During thefe appearances, the throat 
feemed, as it were, full and fwelled, and 
wie_patient feldom failed to complaim ot 
(Gent. Dlag. Nov. 1769.) 
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great forene&s, had-an evident hoarfenefs, 
and fometimes acough. . The pulfe was; 
generally full and quick, yet attended 
with fome remiflions, and even finkings,, 
but it imo commonly kept up thofe de- 
lofive: ftrokes, wich, fometimes, but 
very improperly, indicate tue ule.of the 
lanceis 

And: here being -in fome. degree re -: 
girdlefs of method, }--take the liberty to, 
mention, that although mott of the 
fymptoms in the beginning: of this dif- 
tale, as. well as the felire(s of the pulfe 
appeared to. point ‘out the-neceflity of 
bieeding, yet had we complied with the 
indications, it would haye proved a fa- 
tal error; for as. relaxing the. veffels; 
would have’ ieflened? ‘the: vis, vite, we 
fhould thereby haye 'encreafed..the pro- 
grefs towards putrefaAlion, and jueried 
our patients into eternity.’ ‘The; agcu- 
rate abferver Sydenham, and others havey. 
apropos to our fubjedt, obferved, when 
any new dileafe prevails, it is difficult 
to ttrike cut at, once’a proper method of 
treating it, avd that by'endeavouring to 
do good, even on:rational principles as 
they appear to ‘us, we fometymes:.do 
hatm; that this would .have been, and 
ever mult be the cafe, in this difeafe, 
fhould we u‘e bl. eding, is beyond doubi. 
For alihough the blood, which:has been 
drawn away in thefe cafes, has often 
been obferved to have a tenacious glue 
upon its furface, yet it has-been. found 
underneath to be broken, loale and di- 
vided in its texture,. and has.alia fhown 
very evident marks of puiridityy which 
muft and does increate by bleeding. Of 
fuch .vat confeque:.ce is. this arucle of 
bleeding, that it has been my choice to 
give this caution againit it in the fixeng- 
eft terms. , 

But to rcturn to orr defcription:of the 
fymptoms. . Vhe forene{s of the throat, 
hoarfenefs and cougi were generally the 
forerunners ‘of whitith, or rather.ath co- 
loured floughs on tie. toniils and uvula, 
which had underneath. them, fmall, but 
very deep ulcers atiended with tumefac- 
tion, burning heats, and quick fenfations 
of .pain, particularly in {wallowing,; 
while the tongue was foul, and covered 
alfo with the appearance of a dark yel-, 
low floughs... Abaut. this. tine moit of 
the o-her figns.ot putridity began to 
fliaw themle.ves very apparently. The 
breath. threw Forth a cadaverous ftench, 
and the eyes and nofe dif-harg'd a dif. 
folved ichorous matier, which even cor- 
roded:-the tender parts on which it trick- 
led, Under thete circuntits..ces, the pa- 
tient difcovered great reit.cisnefs and an- 

xicty, 
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siety, with giddinefs in the head, a de- 
lirium, and {cmetimes a Super which 
7mptoms, joined with a fuffocatio Rri- 
ula (the effects of a de fluétion of acrid 
ichor on the |yngs) on the fourth or fifth 
day, portendea immediate death. Now 
as the curative indications of this terri- 
ble difeafe were extremely difficult to dif- 
tinguith, great. exaétneis in oblerving 
the progrefs of the fymptoms, and con- 
fidering them, both colleétively and fe- 
parately, became neceflary. Ail evacu- 
ations, which leffened or any way. abat- 
ed the vis vite, produced great confu- 
fion, and took the power fo far out of 
nature’s hand, as to render her unable 
to affift the-phyfician in. biinging about 
a recovery. Purging was as improper 
as bleeding; nor did any. evacuations, 
in the firft ftate of, the diteale, feem to 
be of the leaft.ufe, except emeticks.. The 
action of yomiting pumped,up, from. the 
prime vie, a quantity of putrid, juices 
of different kinds, which before had no 
doubt femented and nourifled the dif- 
eafe. As vomiting difcharged thefe jui- 
ces aud hindered . their éntrance into the 
blood, fo did this aétion in vomiting 
by revultion, contribute to Jeffen.the dif 
charge through the bowels, which an- 
fwered a mok valuable. end. The vo- 
mits being fometimes repeated, and fe- 
conded by fubacid and camphorated di- 
aphoretics, generally maintained the ad- 
vantage, and effectually check’d the dif- 
charge from the bowels, which: betore 
had well ‘nigh deftroyed the powers of 
life. As an auxiliary to ftop the pio- 
grefs of putridity, bathing the body 
with very ttrong warm vinegar, particu- 
duly the legs and-thighs, throat and 
breaft, was of no inconiiderable uft, at 
leaft it rendered things more comfortable 
to the fick, and contributed to change 
the atmofphere. of their bodies, which 
before was rende:ed noifome, and fome- 
times infe&tions to the atcendants. Join- 
ed to this, I have. generaily ordered the 
hot fteams-of vinegar, in which worm- 
‘ svood, centaury, Virginia {nake root, 
galangal, myrrh and honey were boiled, 
to be drawn through funnel into the 
lungs. And as this vapour acted upon 
the uvula, fauces, and tonfils by its anti- 
putrefcemt and detergent quality, it of- 
ten faved me the neceflity of uling any 
fort of gargarifm, unlefs it was warm 
vinegar and water {weetened with honey, 
which I have fometimes injected into the 
@oyth, and by this means. we, have fel- 


dom failed to, ftop the putrefaétion in. 


thofe parts, and forward the feparation 
ef the flougis, The difeate being thus 


treated in its firft ftate, way was made 
for the tribe of antifceptics and fubaftrin- 
gents, among which an infufion of the 
bark acidulated. with. the elixer -vitr'oli 
may be ranked as the greateft, beft, and 
mott fovereignremedy. . The wf of this 
medicine, whether it-aéted from any fpe- 
cifick property, or from its bracing and 
tonic power is immaterial, but. it’ foon 
convinced me of its Superior efficacy; 
and the abfolute neceffity of ufing it, in 
the very worlt ftate of the difeafe ; pro- 
vided that gentle emetics, and the: cor- 
dial diaphoretics.had gone before. But 
as it may be obferved,.in this, as in all 
putrid and malignant difeafes, that the 
fick generally linger.long under their re- 
laxing influence and effects, it therefore 
will be neceflary for the patient to-cen+ 
tinuerthis nobie remedy, for fome weeks 
after he is.able to walk about. .As this 
will. brace, fortify and Atrengthen his 
hxbit,. fo will it alto prevent his. relaping 
into the fame difeafe, of which indeed 
there may Le fome hazard ; but at leaft 
it may hinder him from. fliding into an 
heétic, or if an, adult, from becoming 
hydropic. 


If the patient does not.recover in a: 
reafonable. time, and fhould have the. 


fymptoms, of a febricula, I. would, beg 
leave to recommend the ule of the cold 
bath.—In many of thefe little fevers, 
when every remedy, has been effayed in 
vain, the thock. of cold: bathing, like 
the quicknefs of electricity, thrill’d thro” 
the nervous. fyftem, has. totally, ‘as it 
were, extinguifhed the caufe, 

As I look upon cold bathing to be a 
neceflary after remedy to cairy off any 
acrimony, which may have been entan- 
gled and lodyed in the pafling off of the 
difeafe, on the .relaxed fyftem of the 
nerves, fo do I alio take it to be an ex- 
cellent prophila&ic. againft putrid dit- 


eafes, provided fome evacuations are - 


previoufly made. 

And .now having ftrayed, perhaps in 
the opinion of fome, from a comméu 
method of writing on a fubjed, I reture 
to make fome obfervations on the impro- 
priety of antiphlogiftic medicines in the 
putrid fore throat. As we have obferv- 
ed of. bleeding, purging, and-thof 
other evacuations, which too much re- 
duce the natural powers of life, we may 
now complain of antiphlogiftics, which 
fome have adminiftered with an expece 
tation of abating the inflammation, 
while by relaxing the veffels they encou- 
rage the fermenting putrifaétion.. Nor 
is this al] they do, they, and in. particu- 
lax nse, have an imascdsate tendeacy ; 
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a& upon the bowels and increafe that 
difcharge, which above every | elfe 
is the phyfician’s bufinefs to arreft and 
correé&t. 

To be thort ; the cure of this almoft 
peftilential difeafé, as fome ingenious wri- 
ters have obferved, and my own expe- 
rience has convinced mie, depends upon 
quite’ differetit ‘principles from~ thofe 
which they adopt; who endeavour to 
abate the inflammation. © Thie great ob- 
jeét, which the phyfician fhould have in 
view, has-been already fhewn in the 
treatment of ‘the difeafe,: firft to cleanfe 
the prim vie, and to endeavour to fup-’ 
port the- powers of life, that the fick may* 
be enabled, ‘by the ufé of diaphoretic,- 
fubacid,. and: -camphorated ‘cordials, ‘to 
fuffer a proper cuticular difcharge, while 
hismext view will be to conquer every 
fpreading appearance of putrefaétion, 
by the ufe, power, and force of antifcep- 
tics.——The bark, as a principal, may be 
given liberally, and when the patient is 
recovered, fo'as to be able'to walk about, 
proper quantities of rhubarb may be ei- 
ther joined with ‘it, or fome' dofes of 
rhubarb with°a very few grains of ca- 
fomel may be thrown in, to purge off the 
putrid colfuvies that‘remain in the bow- 
els. It»may: perhaps appear ftrange, 
that as yet we have taken no notice of 
blifters; which have been’ recommented 
by fome, and perhaps under particular 
ftages of the difeafe with no improprie- 
ty, but, as in this climate we are fub- 
jeét to fevere and exceffive heats, the pa- 
rent of rarefaction, expanfion, arid fome- 
times a diffolution of the ‘blaod and 
fluids, #f the difeafe prevails in any of 
the fummer months; blifters can hard! 
be ufed with fafety, I mean’ as a fit 
remedy, while the fury’ of the fymptoms 
continues, but when the fum-s_ of’ the 
difeafe is evideritly abated, and the 
fpreading putrifaction ftopped 5° when 
the patient ‘is in the liberal ufe “of the 
bark, then may they be of fingular fer- 
vice, by ftimulating the nervous ‘fyftem, 
alteving, corre&ting, and difcharging the 
n@rbific particles, which from weaknefs, 
remained as yet entangled and wnexpél - 
led. “There “yet remains: one thing, 
which is of -great’conf-querice in ‘abat- 
ing purrifaétion, and which may be ufed 
diluted with water, that-had almoft flip- 
ped my memory. « It is an infufion of 
gum myrrh ofie ounce; in a pint of the 
ftrongeft vinegar, a pap or tea {p:onful 
of this tin€ture may be mix:d with bar- 
lcy water, and given to the fick in any 
tage of thedifeafe. The patient may alfo 

- take of the jelly of black cusrants, 
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which is not only a great antiputrefcent 
but ‘a detergent, and of fuch fingular 
ufe in cleanfing and healing the ulcers. 
of the tonfils and uvula, that many have 
given it the name of a {pecific. 

This much have T judged proper to 
fay on this fubjeét, and as I do it with 
a good intention rather to give thofe who, 
are not acquainted with phyfick an idea 
of this difeafe, than to inform the prac- 
titioners, who are of as long ftanding a8 
myfelf, if it does fervice ‘in this way, it 
willbe fufficient to give me~ pleafure 
andamply reward me for the time I 
have employed in writing it.

ofit where they can,’ not telling them 
where they may teet’ with and’confult, 
arly authentic copy of the Wwhole* letter, 
and be there>y enabled to judge of the 
affrtion, and that Gondamar's Letter 
is mmtended only to ridicule the ode fer- 
vility of the courtiers, &c. Mr Neal al- 
fo, though generally very accurate in 
inferting his authorities -in his margin, 
has omitted it in this place, at prefent 
therefore the authenticity of the twa 
words feems to depend upon the ip/e dixit 
of Mr Daniel Neal, a careful, correét, ’ 
and impartial hiftorian, or of the un- 
known Mr Vetus ; the public therefore 
will judge who is moft likely to have 
atted moft falfely and malicioufy. Hew- 
ever, unluckily for Mr’ Vetus, he has 
not confulted the quarto edition of Neal, 
vol. i. p. 502, or he would have found 
thefe two fal/e and malicious words in- 
ctofed in'a parenthefis. I have not feen 
Mr Bowman's book ‘to which Vetus re=. 
fers, but furely Mr Neal in many places 
produces authentic and undifputable te{- 
tumony to the wuth of ‘what Mr Vetus 
calts an exploded calumny. a: 

Mr Neal's name having been tlius 
brought upon the tapis, fome of your rea- 
ders may be curious to know who and 
what he was, and as I'do not recolleét any 
where to haye met with a pritred ac- 
count of him, except the memoirs at the 
end of the fermon, preached on occafion 
of his death, by the late Rev, Dr Jen 
nings, I enclofe you a rather more pari- 
cular one drawn up at that time by a pers 
fon intimately acquainted with hun,

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(PRE Rev. Daniel Neal, ‘M.A. was 

born in the city of London, Dec. 
14, 1678. His parents died whilf he 
was very young, and left him, theironly 
furviving child, in the hands of an uncle 
onthe mothe:’s fide, whofe care of his 
* health and his education he often’ men- 
tioned with .gratitude. 

Atfeven or eight years old he was 
fent.to Merchant Taylors {choo!, where 
he continued ten or eleven years, and 
until he arrived at the head of the fchool. 
About the-year 1696, or rég7, he went 
to Mr Rowe's academy, where he con- 
tinued till the latter end of the year 
.1699; or beginning of the year 1700, 
at which tim: he went to Holland and 
centered on a courfe of ftudies ; firft, at 
Uteccht for two years, and afterwards 
{pent a year at. Leyden, where he tinifh- 
ed his ftudies. 

About the middle, or latter end of 
1703, he returned to Engelard, and foon 
after entered on. the work of the mi- 
miftry. 

In the year 1704, he “was chofe affift- 
ant to the Rev. Dr Singleton, in that 
church of which he was, on the Dc&or’s 
death; in the vear 1706, chofen paftor, 
in which relation he continned till abcpt 
five months before his own diceale. 

At the time he was ‘chofen pattor, the 
church was but fmall as to’ numbers, 
though there were feveral p-sfons be- 
dongimg to it of confiderabie fortunes 
and. charaéter. 

In the year 1719 he publithed his Hif- 
tory of New England, foon after which, 
dn the. year 1720, the univerfity there 
-conferred on him the degree of Mafter 
of«Arts, which is the higheft degree (I 
think) that univeriity has a power of 
tonferring. 

In the year 1722, he having publithed 
fome accounts of the fugcets of inocu- 
lstion m New England, and prefixed a 
fhort hiftory of that practice to. thofe 
accounts, her late-majelty Queen Caro- 
line (then Printefs of Wales) fent for 
him ‘to wait on ker, in order. that the 
might reczive fome further fatisfaction 
from him concerning the prattice of 
Inoculation: He w2s introduced to the 
conference by a phytician ot the royal 
f mily, and received by the Princefs in 
her clofet, whom-he-found reading the 
bcok of Martyrs; her Royal Highnefs 
did him the honour of ‘entering into a 
free convérfaticn with him for near an 
hour on the fubjeét of Inoculation, and 
afterwards on other fubjeéts, particular- 
ly in regard to the ftate of the diflenting 
} 
intereft m England, and the flate of ye- 


ligion: imsNew England, and after fome 
time, his late majefty (then Prince of 
Wales) came into: the room, and’con- 
defcended to bear a part-in the conver- 
fation, and to continue tis prefencr 2- 
bove a quarter of..an hour, ard she bait 
the honour of kiffing both their majel= 
ties hands. 

Soon after this,.Dr Calamy having 
publifhed an account of nonconformity 
which principally refpeéted that’ period 
of time that fucceeded: the a&t of uni- 
formity in the yeas 1662, the late Dr 
Evans underiook to write a hittory of 
nonconformity.tram the time of the ré- 
‘formation till the year 1640, when the 
civil wars began, ‘atid Mr Neal, at the 
requeft of jeveral minifters, anc othér 
perfons of contiderable figure m the dif- 
fentine inrereft, was prevailed en to 
take up the hitory at the y.ar 1640, and 
corry it on to the u& of unifurmiry ; and 
he engaged in that work with fo much 
application end fpirit, that ‘he had: fi- 
nvhed his colleétions, and put tiem in 
order for the prefs (ome contderable time 
before Dr Evans's death. But the doc- 
tors many ergagemeuts and interrupti- 
.ons iby il) heaith and otherways, having 
prevented his making any contiderable 
progrefs.in his branch of the defign, 
Mr Neal found it neceffarv, on. the doce 
tor’s death, which happened in 1730, to 
take into his .hands that long period of 
hiftory from .the reformation, to the 
breaking out of the civil wars, that-his 
own collections might be publiflied with 
more acceptance than he appichended 
they would haye been if the doctor's 
proyince had been entirely neglected. 

So great an undertaking ‘could not 
be executed without’ more appl:caticn 


* than was proper for a min fo far ad- 


vanced in dite, whofe health then began 
to decline, and who couid not be per- 
fuaded to'call in any: afiittance in his fta- 
ted ‘work of the minifiry. However, 
the pleafure he had iy: the profpeé& of 
&erving the caufe of religious liberty, 
carried him through it with amazing 
Alacrity, infemuch, that within the fpace 
at two years after the doétor’s death, he 
bid prepared the greatcft part of the 
materials. And in the beginning of 
the year #742 he publithed the firft vo- 
lume, and though he. was obliged to al- 
ter his own original colle&tions between 
1640 and 1662 to bring them into a-nar- 
rower compafs, that the whole work 
might not exceed four oftavo volumes, 
and to carry on the hiftory to the revol:- 
tion, to make it compleat of itfelf, yet 
he biought them all mto the world by 

‘ the 
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the -end.of the year 2737; though he 
was taken wp even part of that time in 
preparing and publjifiing an anfwer to 
the Right Rev. the bifhop of St Afaph, 
who wrote a pretty Jeng vindication of 
the doétrine, difcip'ine, and worfhip of 
the church of England eftabiifhed in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, from the im- 
jurious reflections, as he was pleafed to 
fti'e them, of Mr Neal’s firft volume of 
the hiftory of the Puritans, and which 
anfwer was generally reckoned to be 
wrote with great judgment. 

Mr Neal’s health was declining ma- 
my -years before his death, which was 
owing in a great meafure to his conftant 
engagements in his ftudy in preparing 
for the pu!pitand the preis, and to an aé- 
five make of mind that rendered him 
averse to the frequent ule of any exercile 
that took him off from converting. with 
-his books and his friends. This great- 
ly encreafed (what be had all his life 
been in fome: degree fubject to occatio- 
nally) a Jownefs of fpirits and com- 
plaints of an indifpofition in his head, 
which were the forerunners, firft of a 
gentle, and atterwards of feveral feve- 
wer ftrokes of the palfy, whereby all the 
powers, both of body and mind, were 
greatly enfeebled, and which, notwitb- 
itanding the beft advice and affiftance of 
medicine, and the repeated u‘e of the 
Bath waters, brought him to his grave, 
perfeétly. worn out, April the 4th, 
1743, in the 65th year of his age.

Above the infcription are the arms of 
France and England, quarterly, fap- 
ported by a Griffin and 4. Greyhound. 
This gun: bears its name infcribed on it, 
approaching nearer the French or Italian 
orthography than the prefert Englih. 
Holinthed reckons this fort of ordnance 
fifth in his table from the bafilik or 
largeft, and gives it 4000 lh. weight of 
metal, 54 inches bore, 18 1b. otf thot, 
and asi'many of powder. Soine of your 
correlj mts may probably account for 
its Italian origin. 

The Druidical temple near Drogheda, 
mentioned in Sept. Mag. pige 462, ap- 
pears to be the fame of which an ac- 
count was inferted in the Dubin Ga- 
zette of laftmonth,from which we are en- 
couraged to hope for correét engravings 
of its feveral parts. It feems to be the 
fubterraneous temple at New Grange, 
four miles from Drogheda, difcovered 
at the end of the laft cen:ury, and de- 
feribed by Mr Ltuyd in the Phil.

neux in his difcourte concerning Danith °

ExtraG of a Letter from the Hon. 
William Hamilton, bis Majefty’s En- 
woy Extraordinary at Napies, to the 
Right Hon. the late Earl of Moxton, 
giving an Account of the new E-up- 
tion of Mount Vetuvius in 1767 *. 

As I had, contrary to 
the opinion of moft people ‘here, fore- 
told the approaching eruption, and had. 
obferved a great fermentation in the 
mountain, after the heavy rains which 
fell the 13th and rath of Oétober ; I 
was not furprized on the roth foilowing, 
at feven o'clock in the mo: ning, to per- 
ceive from my villa near the Calmaldo- 
lefe convent, every fymptom of the 
eruption being near at hand. From the 
top of the litrle mountain iffued a thick 
black fmoke, fo thick that it feemed to 
have difficulty in forcing its way out; 
cloud after cloud mounted with a quick 
{piral motion, and every minuté a volley 
of great ftones was fhot up to-an im-’ 
menfe height in the midft of thefe clouds; 
by degrecs the fmoke took the exa&* 
thape of a huge pine tree, fuch‘as Pliny‘ 
the .Younger defcribed in his lettér to’ 
Tacitus, where he gives an accotint of 
the fatal-eruption.in which his uncle pe- 
rifhed.' This colump of black finoke, 
after having mounted an extraordinary 
height, bent with the wind towards Ca- 
prea, and aétually reached over’ that 
ifland, which is: not lefs that 28 miles 
from. Vefuvius. : 

I warned my family not to be alarm- 
ed, as I expected an earthquake at the © 
moment of the lava’s firft burfting out ; 
but before eight m the morning, I per- 
c.ived that the mountain had opened a 
mouth, without norfe, about a hundred : 
yards jower than the ancient-crater, on 
the fide towards the Monte di Somma ; 
and. -I plainly perceived, by a white 
fmoke, which always accompanies the 
lava, that it had forced its way cut. As 
foon as it had vent, the finoke no longer 
cam¢ out with that violence from the 
top. AsI imagined there would be ng 
danger in approaching the mountain, 








‘when the lava had vent, I went up im- 


mediately, accompanied by one perfon” 
only. I proceeded in the valley be- 
tween the mountain of Somma and Ve- 
fuvius, which is called Atrio di Cavallo,

making my obfervations upon the lava 
which had already reached the vailey, 
when on a fudden, about noon, I heard 
a violent noife within the mountain, and 
at a fpot, about a quarter of a mile off 
from the place where I ftood, the moun- 
tain {pli ; and with much neifé, from 
this new mcuth, a fountain of liquid 
fire thot up many feet high, and then, 
like a torrent, rolled on direétiy to- 
wardus. ‘The earth fhook at the fame 
time that a volley of pumice ftone’s fell 
thick upon us; in an inftant, clouds of 
black fmoke and afhes caufed almott a 
total daiknefs; the explofions troin thie 
top of the mountain were much louder 
than any thunder I ever heard, and the 
{mell of the fjlphur was very offenfive. 
My guide, alarmed, took to his heels, 
and I muft confefs, that I was not at 
my eafe. 1 followed clofe, and we 1an 
near th:ee miles without ftopping; as 
the earth continued to fhake under cur 
feet, I was apprehenfive of the opening 
of a fret mouth, which might have cut 
off our retreat. I alfo feared that the 
violent explofions would detach fome of 

e rocks off the mountain of Somma, 
anccr which we were obliged to pafs; 
befives, the pumice ftones failing upon 
us like hail, were of tuch a fize, as to 
caufe 4 difag:eeable fenfation upon the 
part where they fell. After having ta- 
ken breath, as the earth trembled great- 
ly, I thought it moft prudent to leave 
the mountain, and rettrn to my villa, 
where my houfe was thaken to its very 
foundation, the doors. and windows 
{winging as upon their hinges. About 
two inthe afternoon another lava iffued 
from the fame ,fpot from whence the 
lava came the laft year, fo that the con- 

agration was foon as great on this 
fide the mountain, as on the cther 
which I had juft left. 

Removing from our Villa to Naples, 
I thought proper, as I pafled by Poiti- 
ci, to inform the ccurt of what I had 
fgen ; and humbly offeved it as my opi- 
nion, that his Scicilian majefty thould 
leave the neighbourhood of the threat- 
ening mountain; however, the court 
did not leave Portici till about twelve 
o'clock, when the lava had advanced 
near the palace. I obferved in my way 
to Naple:, which was lefs than two 
hours after I had left the mountain, 
that the lava had aétually covered three 
miles of the very road through which 
we had retreated. It is aftonifhing it 
fhould have ran fo faft; as I have tince 
feen, that the river of lava, in the Atrio 
di Cavallo, was fixty or feventy fret 
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deep, and in fome places near two.mifes 
broad. 

When the king quitted Portici, the 
noife. was greatly increafed, and the 
confufion of the air from the explofions 
fo violent, that in the king’s palace the 
doors and windows were forced open, 
even one door which was locked. At: 
Naples that night, many doors and win- 
dows flew open. In my houfe, which, 
is not on the fide of the town next Ve- 
fuvius, I tried the experiment of whe 
bolting my windows, and they flew wide. 
open upon every explofion of themoun=~ 
tuin. Befides thele, there was a contis > 
nual fubterraneous and violent rambling’ 
noife, which lafted this night about fiver. 
hours. . eat 
The confufion at Naples this. night 
cannot be cefcribed ait the: churches 
were opened and filled; and the ftreets 
thronged with procefffons of faints, to 
quell th: fury of the turbulent mountain. 

Tuefday 2th, fmoke and afhes cover- 
ed Vefuvius entirely, and overfpread 
Naples alfo, the fun appearing as through 
a fmoak'd glafs, or thick fog. The 
lavas on both fides the mountains raa 
violently; but little or no noife till 
about nine at night, wlien the rumbling 
began again, accompanied with explo- 
frons as before, lafting about four hours; 
it feemed as if the mountain would {plit 
m pieces, and indeed it opened a vatt 
way this night. During the confufion, 
the prifoners in“ the ptiblic jail endea- 
voured to make their efcape, but were 
prevented by the troops. The mob al- 
fo fet fire to the Cardinal Archbifhop’s 
gate, becaufe he refufed to bring out 
the relicks of St Januarius. 

Wednefulay 21:t was quicfer, though 
the lavas ran brifkly-; towards night 
they flackened. 

Thuriday 22d, about ten in the morn- 
ing, the thundering noife began again 
with more violence than before ; exery 
moment fome dire calamity was expeéke 
ed. Small cinders fhowered down fo 
falt, that folks were forced to ule um- 
brellas, or flap their hatse Houfes and 
balgonies were covered above an inch. 
thick with them; as alfo the decks of 
fhips at fea-above 20 leagues off. The 
mob growing tumuituous and impatient y 
obliged the cardinal to bring out the 
head of St Januarius, and go with it 
in proceffion, towards Veiuvius ; whofe 
€ uption, as it is here attefted, ceafed 
the moment the faint came in fight of it. 

Friday 23d, The lavas ftill ran, and 
ftones were thrown up, but no noife 
heard at Naples,

Saturday 24th, The lava ceafed run- 
ning. From where I faw it firft break 
out to its extremity, which furrounded 
the-chapel of St Vito, is above fix miles, 
and in fome places “tis near two mi'es 
broad, in mcft fixty or feventy feet deep, 
and in one place, called -Foffa grande, 
200 feet deep, and 100 broad. This 
day ftones were ftill thrown up. 

Sunday 25th, Small afhes feil all day 
at Naples, which formed a vaft column 
above the. crater of the volcano ; con- 
tinual flathes ef forked or zig-zag light- 
ning thot from it, but no thunder was 
heard at Naples. 

Monday 26th, The finoak continued, 
but not fo thick, neither were there any 
flathes of the mountain lightning. As 
no lava has appeared after this column 
of black fmoak, which muit have been 
eccafioned by fome inward operation of 
fire; I am apt to think that the lava, 
which fhould nuturstly have followed 
this fymptom, has broke its way. into 
fome deeper cavern, where it is filently 
brooding fu:ure mifchief: and I thall 
be much miitaken if it does not break 
out a few months hence. 

“N.B. The Platz exhibits views of 
the gradual increafe of the little moun- 
taiu within the ancient crater, and of 
the prefent foape of Mount Vefuvius.

My Lord, 
‘THE facility with which you aban- 
doned your earlieft conneétions in 
friendthip and politics, was, I doubs 
not, a leading recommendativn to efta- 
blifh your credit at S« James's. A gra- 
cious di(cerniny prince, who, even-at 
the moment of his acc flion, had forti- 
tude enough to get the better of every 
pretiles& on which he might be fuppol- 
ed to have inherited from his anceftors 
in favour of the friends of the Houfe 
of H » muft have obferved with 
pleafure, that your Grace was equally 
ready to defert the friends whovcentri- 
buted moft to your advancement, and 
to adopt new principles of government. 
T will not complain of a change of 
fyftem, for which you had fo powerful 
&@ precedent, and which you have feund 
fo favourable to your ambition. But 
there are rules of dece-cy, my Lord, 
which a wifer.man would have obferved, 
even in.the grofleft violation of morals, 
There is a certain fort of hoftilities 
which is forbidden by the laws of war 
between nations, and ‘by the laws of 
enmity between individuals. ‘The con- 
tentions of party -have given a fafhio- 
(Gent. Mag. November 1769.) 
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nable latitude to the principles of mo- 
dern morality; but fill, my Lord, 
there are fome characters too great and 
venerable to be infulted; there is yet a 
certain breach of decorum, which the 
public will not fubmit to. Was the 
Duke of Rutland the only man in this 
country, at whofe expence you could 
gratify Lord D—— ? One would think, 
my Lord, that if his uniform adherence 
to the principles of the revolution, his 
fteady attachment to the Houfe of Ha- 
nover, and the important fervices which 
he and_his family have rendered to that 
Houfe, could poffibly be forgotten, 
there was yet fomething in his age, his 
rank, his perfonal character, and private 
virtues, which might have entitled him 
to refpect. Was it néceflary, my Lord, 
to purfue him into his own country on 
purpofe to infult him? Was it proper, 
was it decent, that whilea Duke of 
Rutland is Lord Lieutenant, the Earl 
of .D——’s recommendation fhould go- 
vern the county of Leicetter? Had Lord 
D no friends in Leicefterfhire but 
rank tories to recommend for the com- 
miffion of the peace; And is it under 
a Prince, who owes his crown to the 
whig intereft of England, that a minif- 
tex dares to fend fuch a mandate to the 
Duke of Rutland ? I know his Grace's 
fpirit, and doubt not of his returning 
you an anfwer proper for you and for 
himfelf. 

United as you are, my Lord, with 
men whofe concern for the fafety of the 
church, and whofe zeal for the prero- 
gative of the crown has been fo often 
unluckily mift:ken for fimple jacobitifm, 
I take for granted you are as well ac- 
quainted with their hiftory, as with their 
principles. You are able to tell us, and 
furely the public has a right to expec 
it from-you, by what {pecics of merit 
the Eul of D has contrived to 
make him/elf fo ditinguifhed a favou- 
rite at court. Was it the notorious at- 
tachment of his family to the Houfe of 
Hanover, or his own perfonal accom- 
phihments? Was it his fortune that 
made him refpeétable, or his beggary 
that made hin fubmiffive? Was it the 
generous exertion of his great abilities 
in parliament, or the humble affiduity 
cf his attendance at Lord Bute's levee? 
Was it the manly firmnefs of his per- 
fonal appearance, or the pliant polite- 
nefs of his temper? Was it the inde- 
pendent dignity, with which he main- 
tains the rank of a peer, or the com- 
plaifance with which he accepts and exe- 
cutes the honaurable office of a fpy ? 
What_vcr 
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Whatever have been his merits or fervi- 
ces, they are undoubtedly of a com- 
plexion very different from . thofe of ‘the 
Duke of Rutland. 

His Grace has now wifely exchanged 
that bufy fcene, in which he never ap- 
peared but with horour, for an hofpi- 
table retirement. His age will not per- 
mit us to hope, that he can long be the 
object of the fpite of fuch a creature as 
Lord D » nor of the fcorn and 
infiult of fuch a minifter as your Grace. 
But he will leave a family, my Lord, 
whofe principles of freedom are here- 
ditary, from whofe refentment you will 
have every thing to apprehend. As for 
himfelf, I thall only fay, that if it were 
poffible for the views and withes of the 
. tories to fucceed'; if it were poffible for 
them to place a Stusrt ofce more upon 
the throne, their warmelt hopes and am- 
bition might be difappointed. He too, 
like another jtidicicus prince, might 
think it the beft policy of his govern- 
ment, to choofe his friends and favou- 
rites from among the declared, notori- 
ous, determined enemies of his family. 
The tories, who placed him upon the 
throne, might be driven difgracefully 
from his prefence ; and, upon the fame 
‘ principle, I challenge your Grace to 
point out a man more likely to-be in- 
‘ vited to the place of firft minifter and 
favourite, than the Duke of Rutland.

«© Now and then we likewife botaniz- 
ed in company with our fhecp and goats, 
when grails has been fenton board for 
them. Once I have ventured, as be- 
longing to the watering boat, to land 
at the watering place, which is in the 
middle of the. town, where happcning 
to meet with a civil captain of the 
guard, and telling him 1 was the fur- 
geon’s mate, ard fhould be glad to go 
up to fome apothecaries thops' to buy 
drugs, he granted me a guard; which 
happened to be a very good natured {er- 
jeant, that followed me not only: all 
round the town, but likewile a little way 
into the country, where I collectedya 
few plants and infeéts; but I could not 
get fo far as the uncultivated places 
where the palms grow. This place is 
very I-rge and well built, very regular 
and well paved, They reckon 37,000 
white inhabitants, and above .400,000 
blacks ; fome fay half a million. Their 
churches are very rich, as are their num- 
berlefs convents.. ‘The Opera-hovufe. is 
large, but they. fay the performers are 
indifferent. Every body that lives here 
cannot be called any thing elfe but a 
flave: none daverdo any thing without 
the Viceroy’s leave. 

© We have, neverthelefs, by fair means 
and foul, got about 400 ipecies-of plants, 
among them feveral new, and.an infinite 
namber of new fith.. We cin hardly 
buy a plete of thrimps, without finding 
a dozen of your Pennatula reniformis, 
or kidney thaped fea-pen among them. 
(See Vol, xxxiv. p. 369-) This harbour 
fwarms with rays and -fharks; among 
the laft, the zygena, and. tiburo of 
Linneus, or hammer-headed: and. tho- 
vel nofe tharks, have ‘given us a great 
deal of plealure. Itis never heard that 
fharks do any harm, but in the fea and 
open roads. .In our ‘voyage between 
England and Madeira. as well as after- 
wards, we have been iucky enough to 


' meet witha great variety of moilufca, 


efpecially of the tribe which Dr Peter 
Browne calls Thalia, but very:il) de- 
fcribed by him. * We have mace above 
cight or ten new genera, and, I believe, 
rather too few: 1 think we have feen 
above an hundred -fpecits of mollufca, 
efpecially when-we were becalmed near 
the line; we then every day hoifted 
out Mr Banks’s boat, and fometimes 
might have caught boat-loads of —_

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the failors. called fea-blubbers, . and 
thought they were all of one kind; but 
they foon became fach good philofophers, 
that they even recollected the different 
names, and could remember what we 
had hewn them, and, confequent'y, 
could leok out for new ones; fome of 
the failors have proved very ufeful hands, 

‘*. Many. of our fhip’s company have, 
for a few days, been low. fpirited froma 
billious complaint, which our furgeon 
generally cured in a week’s time, 

“© We have loft no men.yet by fick- 
nefs. Our firft:mate was drowned at 
Madeira. 

‘6 If any of your. friends go te Ma- 
deira, advife them to get recommenda- 
tions to Dr Heverden; he has more 
influence there than the governor. .He 
is juft fuch a philofopher as my friend, 
and very communicative... His many 
inftruments, mathematical and optical, 
have procured him the name of i Doc- 
tore Doo. His being a member. of 
the Royal. Saciety of. London, has not 
added a little to his reputation. He 
procured us accefs into a nunnery, and 
when they heard that Mr Banks and 
myfelf belonged to the. Royal Society, 
they immediately’ took us. for men of 
fuperaatural knowledge, and. defived us 
to walk into their garden,, and thew 
where they might dig for water ; they 
wanted to know by what figns they 
fhould be able to foretel tempetts, rain, 
and thunder and lightning. The an- 
fwers and explanation of all this would 
have taken: us-up feveral days; but our 
captain would not ftay for the gratifica- 
tion of the nuns, 

«* The governour was highly pleafed 
with the performance of. the new elec- 
trical machine ;. it worked prodigioufly 
well at Madeira, but not half fo weil 
near the line; perhaps.the air is tvo 
damp at fea. 

‘© Thefe letters are fent to Europe 
in a Spanith king’s packet, that came 
here in her way to Buenos Ayres; there 
ison board of her an officer that has 
lived feven years in the miffions of Pa- 
raguay, which he defcribes as the fineft 
country underthe fun. It was not a 
little mortifying to us, to fee all the 
Spaniards get leave to hire a houfe on 
fhore, when-we were denied to land on 
any ifland, or other place that we de- 
fired the Vice-roy. might appoint, and 
that under a guard, the very day when 
our thip was keel'd for to clean her fides, 
fo that we could hardly make a fhift ta 
walk. 1 hope I fhall live to fee the 
day when Conte de Azambuja, the new 
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Vice-roy of Brazil thall be afhamed of 
his. impolite behaviour towards us. This 
letter goes in a Spanith man of war; 
my laft, from Madeira, was fent in an 
Iih chip.. The Spanifh ‘officers are 
the only people that we are allowed to 
couverfe with; they are very civil and 
agrecable, and feem to be upreferved. 
The captain has been in the South Seas, 
and went round cape Horn,, which, I 
believe, will be our route. The fruits 
of this country are nothing near fo good 
as ous are in Europe. . Their pine-ap- 
ples are extremely fweet,, but no fe 
vour; their grapes bad, fo are their few 
apples, likewile their melons; oranges 
are good, but rather waot.acid to give 
them flavour, Esnanas, plantains, very 
little bette, than thofe you might have 
tafted at Kew. Water melons yery 
good, Mangoes are not fo good as 
they are deicribed in 20. 18, taite of a 
difagreeable turpentine. . 

Their other fruits, as Jamboeira (Eu- 
genia lambos ot Linnzus) Papayas, 
Mammeas, &c. can no,ways he equi- 
valent to our. fruits; but they have one 
advantage, that they have here a fucceffi- 
on of frujt the whole year round. ‘Their 
few peaches are abominable; their greens 
taygh and leafy. The country people 
eat almoft eyery fruit that grows, but 
very. few of them would be. acceptable, 
even to boys in Europe.

Mr .\W — voluntarily withdrew him- 
felf into France ; he was not banifhed 
by; or in confequence. of this warrant. 
As my Lord, H— was not:the caufe of 
his migration from this country, fo nci- 
ther did he take advantage of his ab- 
fence, '; We. might have brought this 
{uit .to..a. very. thort period, we might 
haye demu:red, to. his outlawry, and 
have had judgment, of courfe, in our 
favour. But this.advantage his lord- 
thip difdained to take. We waited with 
patience till the outlawry was reverfed ; 
we then hoped the: canfe would have 
been -heard with all.poffible expedition ; 
but, by the plajntift's-biund. ring in not 
giving a term’s ,not.cce afterwards, by 
the rules of this court, the cauf could 
not. be heard. The piaintiff never de- 
fired the noble peer, my client, to wave 
his piiviiege, as is the conftaut cultom 
in fuch cafes, nor did he zpply to the 
Houle of Lords, whe would have com- 
pelied the defendant to have waved his 
-ptiv.] ge. 

‘Ticreis now in court the frongeft 
proof, that the defendant cannot jultly 
-be ¢harged with procrafinatin this tri- 
al; you yourfelyes, genticmen. of the 
jury, were impannelled to try this caufe 
by the under theriff, who is attorney in 
the caufe, and therefore it was in his 
lerdthip’s pawer to take exceptions to 
every one of you ; but his lordfhip was 
far from-entertaining any iuch defign ; 
he is happy. in having fuch dianterefted 
judges of his behaviour in 1egard to Mr 
W—s, of which-[ thall now give you a 
very fhort-.account, and I fhall eftab- 
lifh it by incontrovertible evidence. 

;, When it was thought proper by the 
government to animadvert upon the au- 
thors of apolitical writing, and to exa- 
mine Ma, W— with refpect to it, Lord 
H fcnt:a meflage to Mr. W—, 
defixing to: fpeak to him ; was that a 
proof of private enmity to Mr W—? 
Upon My W—"s refufing to, comply 
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with this meffage, it was thought proper - 
to arreft him ; but the officer employed 
for that purpofe’ was commanded to treat 
him with all poffible civility. Before 
it was mentioned to Lord H—~- that 
oiders were given.to iffue a-writ of Ha 
beas Corpus, Mr W— was: fent to the 
Tower. It will appzar to you that the 
General Warrant was not framed by 








Lord H for the purpofe of oppref- 
fing Mr W—. It will appearthat Lord - 
H objeéte | to the form of it, and 


refuled to fign it, till he was affured 
that it had been the conftant form hand- 
ed down from almoft time immemorial ; 
ufed by the favourites of the people, 
and true friends of the conftitution ; 
app. oved aad corifirmed by the thea law 
officers of the crown. 

It woul be an enormous aggravation 
of his lordthip’s offence, if either the 
general warrant, or the warrant of com- 
mitment to the Tower, had been of his 
lordhip’s coinage,’ and freth from the 
mint ; but you wilt find that the latter, 
as well as the former, had:paffed through 
the moft refpectable’ hands. And as 
foon as he was informed of the wnex- 
pected ufé that had been made of his 
warrant, to.exclude Mr W—"'s friends 
from feeing him, ‘he immediately wrote 
a general order to the Lieutenant of the 
Tower, to almit every perfon that Mr 
W — might be willing to ‘ee. Whiat- 
ever may fince have occafioned fuch a 
change m Mr W—'s fentiments, the 
condué of his iordfhip was fo fatisfac- 
tory to Mr W — at that tume, that foon 
after he was difcharged from confine- 
ment, he confeffed that Lord H—-_—. 
had behaved to him in a‘manner becom- 
ing a gentleman ; and even expreffed 
fome gratitude for his lordthip’s civility, 
That his lordfhip, who was not bred a 
lawyer, nor enquiring judicially into 
the merits of general warrants, fhould 
be miftaken in his idea of the propriety 
of them, ought not to appear furprizing 
to you, when you are told that thefe 
warrants have made their appearance 
unceniured in Weftminfter Hall, and 
that my Lord Chief Juftice Holt himfelf 
had taken bail upon them. I utterly 
deny, that the practice of office could 
entirely juftify his lordthip’s conduét ; 
but I am perfuaded that it requires very 
few words to convince you to what a 
degree itextenuates the ottence. What 

unifhment you fhail think proper to 
infli& upon his lordfhip, by your fine, 
or rather what damages to allot Mr 
W— for his fuffering, f fhall not pre- 
tend to fuggelt to you. He charges for 
. damage

-damage done’ to his houfe, under the 
general warrant, 4ol. for breaking open 
a door, 200l. for breaking open bolts, 
locks, :and efcrutores, for damage to his 
library, &c. 300]. and in fome other 
fums, which, upon my calculation, 
comes to. 14401. but by his, at the end 
of his declaration, it comes to 20,000l. 
He has. recovered rooo!. for breaking 
his houfe from Mr W—, and the jury 
has, in this cafe, only to confider what 
real detriment it yas to. Mr Wilkes to 
be imprifoned four days. 


Mr Serjeant. G n being Council 
for the Plaintiff, made the following 
Reph. 
My Lords, and Gentlemen of the Fury. 
Y OU have heard the argument which 
the council for the defendant makes 
ule of, to leffen the damages which my 
client has laid in his.declaration againit 
the Earl. of H ; but notwithitand- 
.ing the ‘ingenuity with which the. cafe 
has been ftated, I differ entirely both 
from Mr.Serjeant W.——r’s own efti- 
mate, and that which he. has calculated 
for me, 

With refpe&. to the meafure of da- 
mages, I donotidefire you, gentlemen 
of the jury, to exerta headftrong blind 
indignation, but I affert vengeance’ on 
thofe who have injured the laws of your 
country, to he the proper obje&t of your 
indignant fpirits, and which cali on you 
to make the moft liberal, and, at the 
fame time, the moft. confiderate appre- 
ciation of the wrongs thofe -laws have 
fuftained. What the confequence might 
be to Mr Ws, from the natural, ten- 
dency of the meafures: purfued by the 
noble Lord,not what damage aétually did 
attend them is highly proper and neceflary 
for yourconfideration. ‘That thefe effects 
did not follow, Mr W-—s is not in the 
leaft degree indebted to the humanity of 
the noble defendant, any. more than he 
is to his lordhhip’s candour, for this ex- 
tortion of juftice by the voice of a king- 
dom. It is not for intereft he brings 
this ation, but to deter, by no {mall 
damages, future minifters from purfu- 

‘ing meafures, which they find have led 
their predeceffors to ruin; and by no 
fmall damages are minifters to be terri- 

. fied ; and few men, in whole revolving 
ages, can be found, who dare oppofe 
themfelves to the forces of tyranny, and 

‘ whofe fingle breaks contain the fpirit of 
nations. And it is to the, high, firm, 
and glorious {pirits, fuch as Mr H—n 
and Mr W—s, that the inhabitants. of 
this country are indebted for their. ex- 
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emption from arbitrary taxation of their 
property, and uncertain enjoyment of 
their perfonal.liberty. And thould you, 
in this caufe, gentlemen, as no doubst 
you will, act with the noble zeal of En- 
glifhmen, it muft appear to the public, 
the record mult be graced with it, chat 
a Britith jury infli&ted an exemplary fine 
on the ethnither, who daringly deprived 
the champion of his country’s freedom, 
of his own liberty. 

How Mr W—-s will think proper to 
apply the partial remuneration ‘of his 
injuries, becomes not us t» enquire; but 
that the nobie peer fhould fuffer for his 
mifconduct, by a pecuniary mulé&t, is of 
the highelt importance to us,. and due 
in juftice to Mr W—s. ' It has been 
afked by my learned brother, in his 
ufual vein of pleafantry, and to relieve 
your fpirits after fo long and ferious at- 
tention, whether’ Mr Ws would build 
a church, or ere& an altar to liberty ? 
Yes, he will rai‘e an altar ‘to liberty, in 
the memory of all friends to the confti- 
tution ; you, gentlemen, will have-the 
honour of affifting ‘him in the glorious 
work, and your names will be infcribed 
upon It. ; : 

I would not trifle-with your time ; I 
would not be fo infolent as to Zuppofe 
that a Middlef x jurv ‘would fu'pest or 
imagine that it was for bolts, locks, or 
doors broken, that. this action was 
brought: that fuch porticulars. were 
eftimated at 2001, others at 3001. and 
that the liberty of Mc'W—es was to be 
eftimated at sool. The valuation of 
liberty is new to thelaw.: The. confti- 
tution of the courts of law fix. no value 
upon the liberty of individuals, any 
more than good citizens’ can eftimate, at 
any price, theliberty of the public. 

{t has been infinuated, that Mr Was 
has not purfued with aétivity, thofe who 
have been guiity of this encroachment 
upon his liberty.’ But, on the contrary, 
I am perfuaded, and affirm, and tra 
that you too will be convinced, that Mr 
W—es took every ftep ‘to accelerate 
the caufe, and that L—d H-—-~x took 
every poffible ftep to retard ‘the catife. 
After iffues upon iffues accumulated up - 
on him for {mall fums, my’ L—d H~x 
‘has been dragged into court asa delin- 
quent for sool. As long as the record 
of outlawry fubfifted, mo farther’ ftep 
could be taken by Mr Wes; that 
outlawry has been fately reverfed; ad 
we have now, after’all the unavoidable 
delays of law, affifted by the authority 
of privilege, happily brovght this delin- 
quent to aafwer to you for'his condu&, 

~ and 
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and to make fome fatisfaétion for his 
injaftice. 

Jam charged with att:ibuting. to my 
Lord -H ——x perfonal malice again 
Mr W——s, without proof. The idea 
the law has annexed to matice,. is a de- 
praved mind, exerting itfelf againit per- 
fons who have really off-ved no injury, 
or none adequate to the refentment 
kindled. and burfting out into aétion a- 
gaint them. And the cowt always 
fuppofes that kind of malice, where no 
fuficient cause of mal-treatment ap- 

ears. It muft therefore be either ma- 
En again Mr W—es, or depraved mo- 
tives againit the conftitution itfelf, which 
prompted and impelled the noble peer 
to the enormities, that have been difco- 
vered and demonftrated to you by the 
evidence equally of defendant and 
plamuff. 

Mr W —s arrefted ; the cuftody is 
almoft inftantaneoufly changed, and. he 
is fent-with amazing expedition to ftriét 
and clofe coniinement to the Tower. 
Mr W——>» fays, fuch direstions were 
given by L—d Eg——t in the prefence 
of L—d H x, filent and unoppo- 
fing, as fhacked even him, fro.n which 
condué&t we muft ‘nfer, malice; and 
fuch nialice appears of all fizes, in the 
procedure of the deiendant, as evince 
his action to have been entirely under 
the malignant authority of that p:ffion. 

The North Britain is charged in the 
firft warrant as treafonable; afterwards 
that fevere appellation was «ropped ; 
why then, but to warrant and juitity 
an intention to treat Mr W —s with fe- 
verity, was it ever aflumed? their L —s, 
it fecms, had followed the courfe of pre- 
cedents ; they had previoufly taken the 
opinions gf the attorney and folicitor 
general, and how far they cou!d opprefs 
Mr W—s was the cenftint fub;ect of 
the'r conferences after his arreit. 

No hardfhip, it is faid, was occafioned 
by this warrant; yet under this identi- 
cal warrant were Mr W—s's papers 
feized, by means of which papers, fo il- 
legatly obtained, the noble peer anid af- 
fociate, have perfecuted. him even tothe 
ruin of bis fair\hopes, and expzétations 
in life, of his furrune, and, at this mo- 
ment, he is imprifoned in confequence 
of it. 

Tt would have become the fecretaries 
to have fent for him, miade him all the 
amends in their power, apd to have dif- 
charged him from his, confinement : but 
they artfully and difiagenuoufly offered, 
te bail him, when thay knew he was in 
confinemen: under an illegal warrant. 
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For fear the meaning of clofe confine- 
meat fhould not be fufficiently under- 
ftood at the ‘Tower, a. particular verbal 
explanation was fent by thele humane 
fecuetaries, of whiat they deiived his.con- 
finement thould be, andwhat kind..of 
inprifonment did they diveét 2? even-that 
of the .moft atrrocious ftate. prilonér.; 
the fuppofed auther of a dibel -was.or- 
dered to the cosfinentant of a traitor; 
to fee no friends, no :elations; to he 
prevented from maljjng proof of ‘his in- 
nocence, for want or adyice ; and. when 
the rigor of his confinement was relax- 
ed, afid-ioftened, as-they ‘ftile it, to he 
able to communicate nothiog in confi- 
dence to his friends, to his lawyers, but 
every word and-action muft pafs the ob- 
fervation of two officers of the Tower. 

Such was the confinement to which 
Mr W—es was ’oomed by Lord H —x; 
but this mode of imp: ifonment has been 
exercifed, we are told, in a more tyran- 
nical degree than Mr: W-= experienced, 
I tike it for granted, that thole:prece- 
dents of warrants for close impritou- 
ment, which have been pradusedin fuck 
clouds, are juit ; and I do moreover be- 
lieve, tat there i not a fpecies of ty- 
ranny, which may not be warranted bythe 
prafice of the sec’ etary of ftate’s office ; 
bus if thefe precedcrits were his guides, 
the noble peer had little of the fpirit of 
an Enzlithman, if, at:the fight of such, 
he did not fart and refuce. to follow. 
them. If thefe precedents. were. un- 
known to him, and the form new, the 
offence agaiviit the Jaw was eniively hus 
own, and he mult be .confidered as the 
author of the preced.nt; by which. cen- 
duct he his raifed and intreduced a -fpi- 
rit of ‘examination, that will exert itielf 
in cenfut.ng him, becaufe it is plain he 
governed himfelt by rules inconiiftent 
with the laws of this country; and 
will ftigmatize the fecretary’s office, 
becaufe we now fee it is the cuftom. of 
that office to purfue m:thods defructive 
of every barrier, which the wifdom of 
our anceftors inte:pofed between the 
power of the crown and the liberty of 
the prople. 

Thete rules and cuftoms the noble 


peer hath fullowed ; nor does he give 


any reaionable hopes, that if it were in 
his power, he would not obferve the 
fume egain ; he expreffes no -compunc- 
tion, he docs not confefs, that he -has 
aétcd «pon miftaken principles. But 
even, if he-had expreffed concern for the 
injuiy he bas done, if he had not. made 
an offer of indemnification at the fame 
time, -you would not ‘have accepted of 
fuch rep; meance, 
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Weall know upon whom the expence 
viliight of indemnifying Mr W——s 
fot the injury he Bas recived trom tbe 
laws which. the roble peer takes for his 
rule of conduct; that they dre not the 
laws of this country we oll know like- 
wile 3 yet fuch: has becn the ceconomy 
of the Treafury, and.fuch the obftinacy 
of the nobledcfenda st, that I am firmly 
convineed, ‘that. 100,000]. would have 
been g!adly expended towards maintait- 
in them, ’ ‘ 

Sut I hope. and believe. that thefe 
things will be enquired into fhorily in 
a proper place ; you too, gentlemen of 
the jury, m your province, in forming a 
verdi&, will provide, that it may be an 
inftruétive example to poftcrity, by giv- 
ing vinditive damages, which go hand 
in hand with exemplary juftice.

_. Aman, more hoftile to the miiniftry 
than I am, would not fo often remind 
them of their duty. If the Duke of 
Grafton will not perform the duty of 
his ftation, why is he minifter? I will 
not vefcend toa: fcurrilous altercation 
with any man ; but this is a fubjeé too 
important to be paffed over with a filent 
indifference. It the gentlemen, whofe 
condu& is in queftion, are not brought 
to a trial; the duke of Grafton fhall 
hear frem me again. 

The motives on which I am fappofed 
to have taken’ up the caufe, are of little 
imporiance, compared with the faés 


‘themfelves, and the obfervations I have 


made upon them. Without'a vain pro- 
feffion of istegrity, which, in, thefe 
times, might jultiy be fitpeéted, 1 fall 
fhew my(elf in ette&ta friend to the in- 
terefts of my countrymen, and leave it 
to them to determine, whether I am 
moved by a p.rfonal malevolence to 
three private gentlemen, or merely by a 
hope of perp‘exing the mimiftry ; “or 
whethcr*I am animated bya juft and

I apprehend, Mr Urban, this letter to 
be the more feafonable at this time, as I 
am informed there is thortly to be a 
new commiffion of the peace held for the 
counties, and thatfome needy gentry, of 
the fort above-mentioned, allured by the 
fees of office, are making great intereft 
to hc admitted into this profitable branch 
of bu‘inefs ; and the honelt freeholder 
thereby become double-taxed during a 
profound peace ; but if fuch a thing 
thould happen by accident, it can be of 
no long continuance : the honourable 
perfonages who prefide over the counties, 
we are well affured, will do nothing in- 
tentionally wrong, and therefore will 
never allow of fuch mif-rule and irregu- 
larities ; for to let them go uncenfured 
wh:n they are become fo very notorious, 
would be in fome meafure, to adopt 
them, and to give them countenance.

Mr. Wilkes, Friday Feb. 3, 1769. 
MB: Wilkes was fir eleéted for the 

county of Middlefex on the 28th of 
March, 1768, and was expelled on the 
3d of Feb. 1769, the day oa which this 
fpeech was made. 

The motion was*made by Lord Bar- 
rington, and feconded by Mr. Rigby, 
as follows : 

4¢ ‘That fohn Wilkes, Efq; a mem- 
ber of this Houfe, who hath at the Bar 
of this Houfe confefled himfelf to be the 
Author and Publifher of what this Houle 
has refolved-to be’ ‘an infolent,: feanda- 
lous, and feditious Libel, and who’ has 
been convicted in the Court of King’s 
Bench, of having Printed and Publithed 
a feditieus Libel, and three obfcene 2nd 
impious ‘Libels, and by the judgment bf 
the faid Court has been fentenced toun- 
dergo twenty-two months imprifonment, 
and is now-in execution under the fiid 
judgment, be expelled this Houfe.” 

Of ‘the fpeech before us, wlieh this 
motion océeafioned, we thail give the 
fubttance; bot our epitome wilt be in 
the firft:perftn, to ave:d the. inconvent- 
encies thiat would . natural!y-arife from 
@n attempt to convert it into narrative,

I cannet agree-with thofe: who urged 
in behalf of Mr. Wilkes; that this mo-

owas fentenced- to: be fined five hundred 


pounds,!:and to-be imprifoned for onc 
year inftead of th:ee years, to givedfecu- 
rity’ for >his:good behaviour -for feven 
years, and the ignominions part of the 
pinifhroent. was wholly remitted. He 
was tried and conviéted likewife for be- 
ing the author and ;publifher of three 
obicene and impious libels, upon a pro- 
fecution directed. in cenfequence ot an 
addrefs from the Houfe of. Lords, for 
which he. received..exactly the fame fen- 
tence as for the former offence, imclud- 
ingithe two months imprifenment, which 
he had faffered before judgment was 
iveni:” Was he for either-of thefe of- 
fenkes, or indeed:for all. of them 4tak<n 
together; fo feyerely dealt with as Dr. 

Shelsheare?”” 
Mir. 
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Mr. Wilkes, therefore is not intitled 
to any extraordinary favour on the pre- 
fent occafion, from the-plea of his hav- 
jog been the object’ of extraordinary fe- 
verity 3 he is, however, moft certainly 
iatitied to that jaftice which is due to 
cvery mah, and which we dught to be 
more particularly careful to preferve, 
in an ivftance where patlions and preju- 
dice may both concur in the violation of 
it: In confequence of thefe principles, 
}-oppofe the motion, and if I did not, 
T thou!d comniit a capital injuftice. 

I know that the Houle has a right to 
enquire into the conduét of its members, 
ané to expel them according to the law 
of Parliament, which is part of the law 
of the land; but, in my opinion, the 
propofition before us is not conformable 
to the law of Parliament, to the prattice 
of any other court of juftice, nor to the 
unalterable principl:s of natural equity; 
nor fupported by any precedent in the 
Journals of the Houfe, or the records 
of any other court. 

The charge contained in this motion 
confifts of four articles, and upon the 
charge, thus complicated, the Houle is 
talled to give jndgment; but it is a rule 
of the Houfe, that when.a queilion, even 
of a trifling nature is complicated, each 
wnember has a right to have it {epaiated, 
that he may not be obliged to approve or 
difapprove in the lump, ‘and not afingte 
inttance can be produced from the jour- 
nals, ‘in which this right has not ben 
preferved. It has appeared, during the 
courfe of the debate, that great numbers 
of Gentlemen approve of fome parts of 
the charge, and difapprove of others, 
and fo vice verfa ; what then may be the 
confequence of blending the whole to- 


gether? Is it not evident; that by this 


tin worthy arifice, Mr. Wilkes muy be 
expelled, although imee parts in tour 
cf thofe who expe. him, fhouid have de- 
clared -g tinft his expolfion, upon every 
one of thearticlescontained im the charge 
fip :rately taken. 

If an indictment was framed con@ft- 
mg of four diltin& offences, each capi- 
tal, chorzing that the prifener commit- 
ted treafon in June, murder in July, 
robbery in Auguft, and forgery in Sep- 
tember, three yurymen might find him 

uilty of murder, and innocent of trea- 
on ; three might find him guilty of trea- 
fon and innocent of murder, and fo of

But Iwill now confider the parts of 
the charge feparately. ; 

The firft is, the Libel relative to Lord 
Weymouth’s letter: It was complained 
of in the other Houfe.as a, breach of Pri- 
vilege, and as a grofs and impudent libel 
againft a Peer of the-realm, and fuch it 
certainly is ;. but when it! appeared: to 
have been wiitten by Mr. Wilkes, it 
was new. chrijiened, and changed: not 
only its name, but its nature ; it was 
now matter of fedition againft the State, 
Then the Lords; inftead of addrfling 
the King to have it profecuied by the 
Attorney General, as was done with 
refpe&t to the obfcene and impious libels 
which were written by the fame perfon, 
and likewife complained .of'as.a breach 
of privilege agaiatt a Lord of Parliament, 
they tranimitied the jurifdiction of in to 
us, to be punifhed by an unprecedented 
extenficn of our judicature.; and will 
this houfe, which has always looked with 
the moft jealous eye upon every,aét whic 
has the leaft tendency co exempt thePecrs 
and their caufes f:om that jurifdiction 
which is common to all, Jend iss name 
to fuch an evafion, and extend its judi- 
cature for fuch a purpofe ?. If this at- 
tempt fhould fucceed, and. fo eafy and 
fummary a method. fhould be marked 
aut for the punifhment of thofe who fhall 
libel Minitters of State, this, probably, 
will not be the laft application which we 
fhall receive of this natur.. "= 

The next article is the {editious libel 
the North Britain, for which the Author 
and Publifher were dele. vedly prosecuted 
and.-conviéted five yeats ago, and for 
which Mr. Wilkes is now {uffering pu - 
nifhment, having been alfo punifhed by 
expulfion from the lat Houfe of Com- 
mons, for the indigniiy offered to them, 
by one of their own Members, of which 
they only were the judges a cale widely 
ditferent from that of a iibel ageinft a 
Minitter; Now thoe js no sole more 
facied in the juridprudence of this coun- 
try, than that aman fall. not, be tried 
or punifhed again. Jy the famejudicature, 
Sor the fame fence. At was but. afew 
d3ys ago, that I {poke and, voted to re- 
firain Mr. Wilkes from. entering ite 
the greater part of his petition, upon this 
very principle, his complaint: having 
been fully heard, and the parties fully 
acquitted by the fait Houfe of Commons: 
“After long debate, the .Houle ad: pted 
the reafoning, and Mir, Wilkes was re- 
ftrained accordinglyy --

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And thall we declare without fhame, 
that the fame rule of law, which was 
conclufive -in behalf of his-adverfaries,, 
thould, -in the fame caufe, be of no avail 
in‘his favour ?
